The murder of William J. Tullis, which 


occurred at Burlington, on the night of 
September 13, or morning of September 
14, 1S90, has been revived and the mur- 
derers may yet bo apprehended. 


Sheriff William Baumami and Deputy 


Sheriff Frank Bassinger have been quiet- 
ly working on' the case and made favor- 
able progress, in fact they have inter- 
viewed one of the men supposed to be 
implicated and who iired one Ot the two 
shots that snuffed out the life ot the 
old German watchman. 


Readers of the' Journal will remem- 


ter that Mr. Tallis was watchman at a 
brewery and that he was shot twice in 
the back, to different sized guns being 
used, one a 32 and .the other a'SS calibre 
revolver. When discovered the body was 
sitting upright in a chair in the office. 
Ou his person was found a watch, $10 in 
money and other valuables and the safe 
in the otlice and other property v.'ej'e not 
disturbed. Tbis gave the crime u ratli- 
er mysterious look and many theories 
were advanced as to who committed the 
deed and what the motive could have 
been. 


Officers commenced an investigation 


and they found a kit of burglar tools, or 
.it least tools usually used by thieves for 
breaking open a, safe, secreted under the 
floor of a section house of the Wisconsin 
Central Railway company. Clues with- 
out number were followed up. A num- 
ber of tramps were taken in ami so were 
young'fellows who hung about Burliug- 
ton at that-time and were .known io^Jutve' 
been out late, but all proved au alibi and

Sometime ago Sheriff Bnumaiin fepciv- 


ed a. letter from a young man confineil in 
the Joliet, III., state prison. This man 
lixd served several years, was tired of 
the life of a criminal and reformed. His 
cell mate was a hardened criminal. One 
day, in talking over their lives this man 
informed the young fello\\' of his connec- 
tion 
with the Burlington crime. The 


young man, although a criminal himself, 
was not in favor of murder and believed, 
that every thief who look the life of an 
innocent man ought., to be punished, in 
fact put out of the way. 


This being his belief lie wrote the let- 


ter to Sheriff Bauraann. It was in effect 
that his cell mate, another noted crimi- 
nal and.;i'third man, happened to be in 
the lown of Burlington looking for some 
job. They went to tlie brewery with the 
intention of cracking the safe. When 
the office window wns opened they dis- 
covered the watchman, • He was sitting 
in a chair; lliey 
called 
upon him to 


throw up his hands. The watchman re- 
fused and covering the old mini with 
their guns they backed out and leaped 
from the window. Tullis slightly turn- 
ed around and the signal to shoot was 
given. The. cell mate of the informer 
lircd one ot" the shots and the other was 
fired by the professional criminal. The 
third man bogged them not to shoot the 
poor old man, but the guns rang out and 
both shols took effect. 


About this lime a woman appeared in 


the upper window of a house and a man 
and boy curae walking down the street. 
The murderers took refuge behind a, bill 
hoard. Fearing that the residents of Hie 
village' would be aroused they ran to the. 
(.'ciitral railway tracks and boarded a 
freight ajid reached Chicago in safety. 


The very next morning the man said 


lo have made the confession, came to 
Kacine. He sought out Sheriff Edward 
Ilein and informed him that he \ras 
Iramp, had overheard sonic men talking 
about the murder and that he could lo- 
cate (hem at Chicago. T!ie sheriff went 
lo Chicnyo with the .fellow, but ilie mur- 
derers were nol found and ho. disappeared 
aud was never heard of until llic lelter 
came telling of liis confession. 


Sheriff Bnuinann and Mr. Bassinger 


made a trip to Joliel prison for the pur- 
pose of having a talk with the prisoner 
who was serving a seven year term. The 
fellow was brought inlo the office and 
the Eacinc officers went at him, but 
found him u very slick and shrewd crim- 
inal. 


He said he was from Australia. He1 


admitted- that he was in Burlington 
about the time.the murder was commit- 
ted ; that he knew .he noted criminal 
supposed 10 luivc been implicated with 
him;'that he came to Racine and inform- 
ed the sheriff that lie overheard a con- 
versiition between several ti'amps and 
that ha tried to locate the.men. Ho em- 
phatically denied having been connected 
with llic shooting or l«.vipg hud any- 


thing to do with' rt, in fact did not know 
it until afterward. 


When the officers made -an effort to 


corner him he was ready for them ev 
time, in fact he'was sharp, quick witte< 
and knew every, loop-hole of the law 
through, which a criminal could escape 
He was told that when his time was ou' 
there would be.a. Wisconsin officer at 
door ' to get him. Looking the officers 
square in the eye he replied, "Yes, ant 
I will be there with my attorney." 0 
course nothing was said to him abpui 
the. alleged confession and he ,was noi 
made any the wiser as to where the off! 
cera got the "tip." 


His supposed partner in the crime i; 


one of the most noted criminals in" the 
country and there is a reward of .$7,000 
on KJ3 head.at present. The, officers are 
quite .confident this-man knows about 
the crime and perhaps had- a hand in it 


Burlington people have various opin- 


ions in regard to the same. .There are 
some who believe it was tramps, other, 
a gang of burglars and some that.resi- 
dents of the place did the job, but of 
course no names are -mentioned. 


It is hoped that something will turn 


up ere long whereby the criminal will 
make a public confession and clear up 
the murder mystery of Burlington.

It as. evident that his*report, was true, 
for there was no haste, on the port of 
those inside to open the cover of the 
tower. 


The test of the Fulton's staying pout- 


ers was highly satisfactory, not only to 
the officers of the company thut built 
hr.r find the naval officers present, but 
to those who went to the bottom in the 
boat. They 'report there was not the 
slighest discomfort to them*during their 
more than fifteen hours of submersion 
beneath the surface. 


Captain Cable said that the boat could 


have remained down for three months if 
there were food enough on bonrd. Al- 
though there was but six feet of water 
over the top of the turret, tiiose on 
board felt nothing of the storm. Tlirough 
the night there was a light rolling motion 
to the cm ft, but tlus w:is ascribed to 
the regular motion 'of the water and 
not to the disurbanee which was rolling 
the waves high on the shore.

court of one residence, with broken mar- 
ble 'columns standing here 
n.nd there, 


was the statue of a young'child, with 
head thrown back and a smile1 upon his 
face. It 
impressed me greatly as

looked at the little cliap arid' thought of

Time 'deals gently with us here in 
the land of sunshine and I do not feel a 
day older than when J. left Kacinc coun- 
ty over seven years ago. .Our home is 
in the San Fernando valley about twenty 
miles northwest of .Los Angeles and this 
| is one of tne most favorca valleys in the 
j southern country. It is about .twcuty- 
| five miles long and fifteen miles wide, was

known as the "Granary 
of 


Southern California," 
from

amount of wheat-produced. 


The scaje that farming is carried on 


here rather astonishes tlie tenderfoot. In 
a drive of about eight miles a few days 
ago I counted nineteen eight-horse teams 
plowing,' as our seeding season 'has just 
begun with good prospects for a splendid 
year. 


When the harvest. Lime comes the .larg- 


er ranches gather the crop wiui a com- 
bined steam harvester drown by a fifty- 
horse power traction .engine, 'ihis rig 
cuts a. swath thirty-four feet wide and 
delivers the grain to the thresher which 
is a .part of it and the cleaned grain is 
Sacked and hauled away. Six men run 
this outfit and will put 
one hundred 


acres of standing grain in the sacks 
ready for market every day of ton hours. 


They also' use the traction engine in 


plowing and both operations are worth 
going miles to see. 


While grain is our. principal product 


there is a large amount of fruit raised 
here. 


The deciduous fruits being grown in 


the lower part of the valley and the or- 
ange and lemon in the upper end. There 
were over two hundred car loads of or- 
anges and lemons shipped from Fernando 
alone last season. They are of the finest 
quality as we have neither scale nor 
frost. 


There arc about .two thousand acrca 


of olives adjacent to Fernando and they 
are producing a l.irge crop this season, 
the picking and oil making now being nt 
its Jieightli. People who 
arc fo.nd. of 


olives should taste the first, class Cali- 
fornia, product as they are so far super- 
ior 10 any imported stock that there is 
absolutely no comparison between" them. 


I have'time .'imi space to mention but 


a few of our many' resources and will , 
say in conclusion that there is no finer j 
place on earth to pass the afternoon and 
evening of life than here in Southern 
California. Old Wisconsin is about to be 
wrapped in the embrace of the Frost 
King and for several months ice and 
snow, cold fingers nnd ears will abound, 
while here thtTgreen is beginning to show 
on every hillside, the soft breezes are 
laden with the scent of orange blossoms 
and our winter is a perpetual spring.

U, S. Marines from Iowa Landed at 


Panama to Protect Railroad. 


PROCEEDED AT ONCE 


TO FIGHTING LINE 


Defeat of tllioral Army Reported—Bom- 


bardment of Colon Hns Been Post- 


poned Until Friday Ihrough 


Efforts of Foreign "Warships. 


if\ 


COLON, Colombia, Nov. 25.—Transit 


across the isthmus has been stopped. 
Marines from the United States battle 
ship Iowa at Panama nave 'been landed 
to protect the railroad and are now on 
tho line where the fighting is going on. 


The commotion in the streets as this 


dispatch 'is sent, is ended, and calm 
reigns. There is no jubilation, which is 
evidence that tha Liberal army is not 
advancing towards Panama. It is re- 
ported to have been defeated at Mata- 
chin by Gen. Alban's command. The 
latter is said to be pushing on Colon. 


At a conference held at 1 o'clock this 


morning on board the British 
cruiser 


Tribune, at which Gen. Ignaeio Felixio, 
Senor 13e La Rosa, secretary of Gen. 
Diaz, and the commanders of tho foreign 
warships were 
present, the 
general 


agreed at the request of the naval com- 
manders, and on the ground of human- 
ity having in view the large foreign pop- 
ulation of Colon, not to land troops here 
01 to open fire on the 
town before 6 


o'clock Friday evening. 


The Colombian gunboat, Gen. Pinzon, 


is badly oft' for provisions and the com- 
manders of all tho warships agreed to 
supply her with the 
necessary stores. 


Tho gunboat has not yet returned 
to 


Colon and her whereabouts is unknown. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The United 


States government- has taken charge of 
the Isthmian transit. A dispatch re- 
ceived at the navy department today 
from Captain Perry of the 
battleship 


Iowa at Panama reports that fact. Cap- 
tain Perry Vays that Gen. Alban, with 
600 men, is fi»h'tirig/jthe Liberals on the 
linn near Empire.'

and asking for instructions. He has 
been instructed to take such steps as lie 
deems necessary for the protection of 
American interests at Colon. While no 
specific statement is made as to tho de- 
tails of this instruction, it is understood 
that it leaves it discretionary with Com- 
mandc-r McCrea for the prevention of a 
Lombavdmert.

Revived by fhe Alleged Confession 


of a Prisoner at the Joliet Prison 


WHO IS BELIEVED TO 


HAVE FIRED ONE SHOT 


Sheriff Keceives a Letter Telling of an 


Alleged Confession—Visits Joliet and 


Interviews the Man—Noth- 


ing Definite Learned. 


NEW YORK, tfov. 25.—A -dispatch to 


tlie Herald from Mentone, France, gives 
the following additional details concern- 
ing the shooting of several city officials 
by M. Orsini, of the councillors. 


The shooting occurred at the Roque- 


brune town council meeting. After vio- 
lent discussion Orsini drew a revolver 
and fired at M. Brigliano, the mayor, 
who was dangeroiisly wounded in the"ab- 
domen. A second shot struck M. Sigout, 
the clc'puty mayor, who was mortally 
wounded and who died suddenly. The 
criminal was seized by a policeman, but 
freed himself and sprang .down the. stairs 
again firing his revolver 
and' slightly 


wounding 
another 
.councillor. 
The 


crowd outside scattered and Orsini es- 
caped. In the narrow streets of lioques- 
brune he met the brother of the mayor 
and fired once more wounding him in the 
face. He got clear away and probably 
has crossed the Italian frontier.' 


The picturesque old town is seething 


with excitement and requiem mass cele- 
brated for the deputy mayor was largely 
attended. 


Three doctors are in attendance on the 


mayor on whom an operation will be 
performed at once. It is the'supposed 
motive of OrsintV deed was irritation 
regarding some municipal improvebents. 


The murderer is a. former chasseur em- 


ployed at Monte Carlo. His wife has 
also disappeared, 


The murder of William J. Tullis, which 


occurred at Burlington, on the night of 
September 13, or morning of September 
14, 1899, has been revived and the mur- 
derers may yet be apprehended. 


Sheriff William Baumanu and Deputy 


Sheriff Frank Bassinger have been quiet- 
ly working- on the case and made favor- 
able progress, in fact they have inter- 
viewed one of the men supposed to be 
implicated and who fired one of the two 
shots that snuffed out the life of the 
old German watchman. 


Readers of the' Journal will remem- 


ber that Mr. TulUs was watchman at a 
brewery and that he was shot twice in 
the back, to different sized guns being 
used, one a, 32 and the other a 38 calibre 
revolver. When discovered the body was 
sitting upright in a chair in the office. 
On his person was found a watch, $10 in 
money and other valuables and the safe 
in the office and other property \ve.re not 
disturbed. This gave the crime a rath- 
er mysterious look and many theories 
were advanced as to who committed the 
deed and what' the motive could have 
been.. 


Officers commenced an investigation 


and they found a kit of burglar tools, or 
At least tools usually iised by thieves for 
breaking open a safe, secreted under the 
floor of a section house of the Wisconsin 
Central Railway company. Clues with- 
out number were followed up. A num- 
ber of tramps were taken in and so were 
young "fellows who hung about Burling- 
ton at that time and were Jcnowri to^have- 
been out late, but all proved an alibi and 


thing to do with ft, in fact did not know 
it until afterward: 


When the officers made -an effort to 


corner him.he was ready for them every 
time, in fact he Tvas sh,arp, quick witted 
and knew every, loop-hole of the law 
through which a criminal could escape. 
He was told that when his time was out 
there would be a Wisconsin officer at the 
door" to get him. Looking the officers 
square in the eye he replied, "Yes, and 
I will be there with my attorney." Of 
course nothing was said to him about 
tha alleged confession and he ,\yas not 
made any the wiser as to where the offi- 
cers got the "tip.'' 


His supposed partner in the crime is 


one of the-most .noted criminals in the 
country and there is a reward of ,$7,000 
on his head at present. The, officers are 
quite .confident this- man knows about 
the crime and perhaps-had a hand in it. 


Burlington people have various o'pin- 


ions in regard to the same. ;,There' are 
some who believe it was tramps, others 
a gang of burglars and some that,resi- 
dents of the place did the job, but of 
course no names are -mentioned. 


It is hoped that something will turn 


up ere long whereby the criminal will 
make a public confession and clear up 
the murder mystery of Burlington.

Sometime ago Sheriff Baumann fepeiv- 


cd a letter from a-young man confined in 
the Joliet, 111., state prison. This man 
had served several years, was tired of 
the life of a criminal and reformed. His 
cell mate.was a hardened criminal. One 
day, in talking over their lives this nmn 
informed the young fellow of his connec- 
tion with the Burlington crime. The 
young man, although a criminal himself, 
was not in favor of murder and believed 
that every thief who took the life of an 
innocent man ought, to be punished, in 
fact put out of the way. 


This being his belief he wrote the let- 


ter to Sheriff Baumann. It was in effect 
that his cell mate, .another noted crimi- 
nal and,a third man, happened to be in 
the town of Burlington looking for some 
.job. They went to the brewery with the 
intention of cracking, the safe. When 
the office window was opened they dis- 
covered the watchman, • lie was s'itting 
in a chair; 
they 
called 
upon him tc 


throw "up his hands. The watchman re 
fused and covering the old man witl 
their guns they backed out and leaped 
from the window. Tullis slightly turn- 
ed around and the signal to shoot was 
given. The, coll mate of the informer 
fired one of the shots and the other was 
fired by tht professional criminal. The 
third man begged them not to shoot the 
poor old man, but the guns rang out and 
both shots took effect. 


About this time a woman appeared in 


the upper window of a house and a man 
and boy came walking down the street. 
The murderers took refuge behind a bill- 
board. Fearing that the residents of the 
village would be aroused they ran to the 
Central railway tracks and boarded a 
freight and reached Chicago in safety. 


The very next morning the man said 


to have made the confession, came to 
llncine. He sought out Sheriff Edward 
Rein and informed him that lib was a 
tramp, had overheard some men talking 
about the murder and that he could lo^ 
catc them at Chicago. The "sheriff went 
to Chicago with the .fellow, but ihe mur- 
derers were not found ami he. disappeared 
and was never heard of until the letter 
came telling of liis' confession. 


Sheriff Baumann and Mr. Bossinger 


made a trip to Joliet prison for the pur- 
pose of having a talk with the prisoner 
who was serving a seven year term. The 
fellow was brought into the office and 
the Racine officers went at him, but 
found him a very slick and shrewd crim- 
inal.

tPtea Mitde to Pauper Committee 


Ih»t City Poor Be Given $12 a Month 


and That Poor 1'nnU Be >ot 


Depleted l>y Council. 


At the kind request of the Journal, I 
oake the following,reply to the inquiries 
11 regard to the object of my recent visit 
iO the Rucinc county house;: -May I say 
hat I did not go there because i hud 
teard rumors of the Lad condition of the 
institution. I had rather taken it foi 
granted'that a county like TJac-ine that 
vakes such good care of its insane and its 
ximinala would have a reasonably good 
lome for the fathers and mollier;- of its 
jitizeus who had fallen behind in life's 
;ace. 
, 1 went because I was urgently request- 
id to do so by the pauper committee. 
L'hey believed that it would be a good 
;hing for the city to have me know ex- 
ictly how tilings were at the place where 
Vhcy Had to send the poor in whom 'we 
vere mutually interested. I know that 
;he average man in this i-ity has not time 
;o know about the" poor-'here and so I 
lave made up my mind to know for them 
us much as one man well can know of the 
needy. Po I spend days and weeks visit- 
ing the poor who are already receiving 
aid from the city and others who are in 
want. And I intend to be so familiar 
with these matters that when I act or 
speak all may realize that I know svhat 
t am talking about. 
The pauper committee know these 


things and have been most kind and con- 
lideruto of me. They' have never acted 
is if 1 had no'business in the work, but 
have in every ease acceded to my re- 
quests. In return it is otivious that I 
should have no feeling but that of appre- 
ciation of them and their efforts. 
So m 


whatever I say here or elsewhere I wish 
it borne in mind that if we do not agree 
on methods it is simply a difference of 
opinion and not a personal quarrel. 


Now in regard to the visit to the coun- 


ty house. We 
found 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 


liankinson very pleasant people and from 
my observation they are doing all they 
[•an for the welfare of the '•boarders'-' as 
tlu-v call them. Xot only are they t.r.k- 
hig'good material care of them, but they 
are givinsr a personal care that is most 


, praiseworthy. One of the inmates, an 


old acquaintance of mine, told me that 
Mrs. Hankinson was "'one of the best wo- 
men on earth." 


We found the home a* n.eat as it well 


inmlcL be kept, and there were evidences 
of that kind of thoughttyilnesa that can- 
not always be purchased, such as flow- 
ers in the windows. But now when I 
have said this much in praise the end 
has come. The building itself is a barn. 
It has been condemned by the state 
board, T am told, and unofficially by the 
county board. It is a standing disgrace 
to Racine county. If the inmates were 
criminals there might be some excuse for 
such a condition. ~ But when we realize 
that the inmates are the fathers and 
mothers of citizens of Racine, that they 
have been most harshly dealt with by 
the hands of Fortune, that some have no 
eyes to make life bright, one no feet to 
bear him, all are broken in health or in 
mind; when we realize this and think of 
our own fathers and mothers having to 
come to so pitiable a fate, there .ire tears 
i nthe heart. 


I. cannot tell today all I want to tell, 


but this is what I am asking of the pau- 
per committee: To use all of ther pow- 
ers to sift out impostors -and then when 
the yhave found the worthy cases to 
take such care of them as the dictates of 
our common manhood would demand. 
There arc some old men and women who 
would .rather die than go to the poor 
house. For these I ask the committee 
about $12 a month in place of the miser- 
able i?7 which is now allowed. 


Seven dollars a month! Do you know 


•what that means? 
v It means $3 for rent 


and $3 for fuel and one dollar for food 
and clothing, shoes and the many little 
things without which life is next.to im- 
possible. 


But the committee says they can get 


them taken care of at the poor house for 
$C a month. Yes, 'maybe ^they 
could 


farm them out for $4 a month. But 
leaving out the possibilities at the coun- 
ty house and the fact that they have 
now nearly everyone they can possibly 
accommodate even v.'itli three in a room, 
vre must take into consideration that 
there arc many who would die before 
they would go there. So there is scarce- 
ly a person being taken care of by the 
city that must not either beg, suf?oi-, or 
have to depend upon charitable individu- 
als for their help. As Mr. Lee says, "If 
the city gives them enough to keep from 
starving, they must go without fire, if 
they give them fire they must go without 
food." 
And Mr. J^ee adds that "if the city 


does not take better care of its poor Hie 
Rc-lief association will go out of busi- 
ness. I too, am tired of going to the 
•?li'.iritable citizens of Rapine and asking 


:them to give me money to give; to peo- 
ple to whom the giving is simply niak- 
.ing it possible for the city to cut clown 
their own amounts. 


If the city were poor, if the fund was 


depleted, it would br a different propo- 
sition. But the pof fund of this city 
does not come from'taxes, it is made up 
of every license issued by the city for 
which a fee is charged. It amounts (.0 
something like $30,000 a year and the 
i 


expenditures from it for the poor are 
from $15,000 to 820,000. Po every year 
"the' council'takes from this poor fund 
several thousand dollars for all sorts of 
purposes. This would-not be so objec- 
tionable, if the poor \v-ert- carefully nro- 
vided for. I believe that Ajdi-nmn Tos-.

We, in our well heated and provisioned 
homes, know but little of the bitter suf- 
fering of scores in our midst. I so 
heartily dislike, even the appearance of 
being a. grumbler that the task I have 
undertaken this day causes me pain. But 
I once heard of a man who willingly suf- 
fered pain that the world might have 
less. It is in His name that I make this 
appeal.

therefore'should be' made out of the 
public funds). II itf altogether probable 
that if the Washington committee will 
withdraw its appeals for subscriptions 
and ask congress to vote the ^necessary 
funds that body will met the request in 
a handsome manner. 


It is a remarkable fact that to this 


day there is no worthy monument to cr 
statue of either Lincoln or Grant in the 
national capital. Standing before the 
local courthouse is "a statvie of Lincoln, 
but it is not a good one. There is .a 
figure of Grant in the capitol, contrib- 
uted by an army association. Foreign- 
ers who visit Washington often ask to 
be shown the monument to those great 
Americans, Lincoln and Grant, and ex- 
press surprise when told that there is 
none. 


For a long time the people of Wasli- 


ington have been trying to get^congress 
to appropriate funds for a memorial 
bridge across the 'Potomac, 
connecting 


the capital with Arlington, the former 
home rtf General Lee. At'one time they 
wanted this to stand as a1.-memorial to 
Grant, but when McKinley died they 
shifted the plan so as to carry his name.

tato maaher until the juice exudes free- 
ly; then:arrange another layer of cab- 
bage and salt and press the juice out 
again. Continue this process until tho 
cabbage i-i all used. When it is all well 
covered with juice spread a cloth over 
the top, invert a large plate on it and 
lay a heavy weight 
or .stone on it.

POLICEMAN BRADY'S 


TESTIMONY HEARD 


Describe! the Condition of Room and 


Location of JPrCioner* Body—No , 


Evidence of Struggle S»y» 


Officer William*. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The trial 


of Mrs. Lola Ira Bonnie for the murder 
of James S, Arye's, Jr., was resumed to- 
day in Justice Anderson's court. 


Mrs Bpnine's party waa augmented', to- 


day, by the addition of her brother, U. S. 
Grant Henry, who had come from his 
borne .in Missouri' in order to be present 
with his sister during the trial, Mrs 
Bonine's two yoiing sona also were pres- 
ent, as were her husband and her sister, 
Mrs. Meacham. The prisoner came in in 
advance of her attorneys and when 'they 
arrived she cordially shook hands with 
them. I'oliceman Walter S. Brady waa 
the first witness called. He was on duty 
near the Kenmore hotel on the morning 
tat Ayres1 body was discovered, and was 
summoned to the hotel afc about 8:20 
o'clock by the proprietor. He found the 
door to Ayres' room bolted and iipon 
forcing it open discovered the body of 
the dead man lying on the floor near the 
window, in n benfc position and with the 
arms drawn up in front of the; face. 


The only clothing on the body was n 


light undershirt. The shirt, hands and 
feet were bloody, the latter looking as 
if he had stepped in tlie blood, which was 
on the floor in considerable' quantities. 
Three wounds were 'foiind upon the body, 
one being in the breast, another in.the 
'arm and the third in|'the. thigh. The 
bed. looked, 3»e said, as if some one had 
lain in it and'had gotten up, throwing 
the cover back as he did so. There was 
no other disorder about it and. there was 
only one indentation in the pillow. He 
said that a pistol and a single barrelled 
shot gun lay on a trunk in the room and 
that the barrel and the chambers of the 
pistol were covered \v\th blood. The pia- 
tol was'exhibited to Mr. Brady and iden- 
tified by him. Mrs. Bonine regarded the 
witness and the weapon with close scru- 
tiny, but gave no evidence of any emo- 
tion. 


Continuing his description of Ayrea' 


room as he found it, Mr. Brady said that 
no bloodstains were found either on the 
bed or in its immediate -vicinity.. There 
were bloodstains on the window sill, the 
washboard and a chair. The gas was 
burning when he entered but was turned 
low. 
The lower sash of the one window 


i nthe room was up as far as it would 
go. The string on the window shade was 
covered with blood as if it had been 
drawn through bloody fingers. In con- 
cluding his examination his chief of the 
witness Attorney Gould put in evjdencc 
the bloodstained undershirt 
found on 


Ayres' body. The .sight of the garment 
apparently 
affected the prisoner 
more 


than any preceding incident. •

On cross examination 
Officer 
Brady 


said he had not noticed any finger prints 
on the pistol he found in the room." The 
blood on the handle was iinappreciable in 
quantity. He had, however, discovered 
what he believed to be finger prints on 
the window sill. The detached piece of 
the window sill was exhibited and ideiiti- 


1 fied by witness, who said the bloow stains 


were more distinct on the morning of 
May 15 than now. 


When Mr. Brady was excused Police- 


man Fulton Wolfe was called. He hud 
entered the building with Brady and his 
testimony 
covered much the 
same 


ground, being largely corroborative. 


He was stil Ion the stand when the 


court took a recess. 


After receas in the trial Officer Wolt'e 


was cross-examined. No new facts were 
'brought o\it. 


Police Benj. F. Williams, who was on 


detective service and who was an early 
visitor to the scene of the tragedy, was 
next called. He corroborated the state- 
.ments of his brother officers aa to the 
condition of the body, the presence and 
appearance of a pistol and shotgun n:nd 
the condition of thef urniture. He was 
first witness to locate Ayres' shoes arid 
stockings, which, he said, were under the 
bed. He also said the blood marks on 
the pistol indicated thafc it had been 
grasped around the chambers and barrel 
by a bloody hand. 


Mr. Williams said that he had discov- 


ered no evidence of a struggle in. Ayres' 
room when he entered and he had dis- 
covered no hair pins on the floor. 


, On cross examination ,he said there 


were powder marks, about the wounds 
on Ayres' body, indicating that he was 
shot at close range.

The scale that farming is carried; on 


here rathar astonishes the tenderfoot. In 
a drive of about eight miles a few days 
ago I counted nineteen eight-horse teams

. When, the harvest Lime comes the 3arg- 
er ranches gather the crop wi.n a com- 
bined steam harvester drown by a fifty- 
horse power traction engine, 'ihis rig 
cuts a. swath thirty-four feet wide and 
delivers the grain to the thieshei- which 
is a part of it and the cleaned grain is 
sacked and hauled away. Six men run 
this outfit and will put 
one hundred 


acres of standing grain in the sacks 
ready for market every day of ten hours. 


They also'use the traction engine in 


plowing and both operations are worth 
going miles to see. 


While grain is our principal product 


there is a large amount of fruit raised 
here. 


The deciduous fruits being grown in 


the lower part of the valley and the or- 
ange and lemon in the upper end.
